Sow  in  March  or  April,  in  good  mellow 
soil,  after  soaking  the  seed  24  hours  In 
warm  water,  in  drills  one  foot  apart,  and 
one  inch  deep;  thin  the  plants  to  4  inches 
apart.  The  following  spring  transplant  into 
permanent  beds.

ASPARAGUS  ROOTS 

A  year  may  be  saved  by  buying  the 
roots.  Dig  a  trench  1  foot  deep  and  1  foot 
wide;  put  4  to  6  inches  of  well  rotten  ma¬ 
nure  in  the  trench,  covering  1  or  2  inches 
with  dirt.  Set  the  roots  1  foot  apart  and 
see  that  the  roots  are  evenly  spread  out  in 
planting,  and  before  they  are  covered.  The 
rows  should  be  3  or  4  feet  apart.
